the western sector of MOSCOW and was bordered by the aixr- 
craft plunt on the south and by the Moskva River on the 
north. Fron the east to west, the field measured abovt 
6,560 feet; from north to south, about 3,300 feet, It had 
& .arge reinforced runwey. oa 


fwo large buildings were located at the southern edge of the 
field. wthey housed a radio and weather station, pilots: 
quarters, and the alr observation eenter. ‘three large 
searchlights and an antiaircraft gun emplacement were on 

the root of the two buildings to the east.. The field was 
lighted at night and surrounded by a fence as far as the 
loskva River. 


There was heavy traffic at the field, which was to be used 
only by the air fcive and for the testing of novel ain 
craft. ; 


All aiveraft types were observed there, such as the following: 
rocket-propelled fighters, four-engine bombers, Zighters, and 
helicopters. 
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ae It is improbable that rocket-propelled fighters and 
Youre-anined bombere should have been stationed at the 
field at the same time. ‘the dimensions of the field, when 
compared with an avallable serial photograph, seem to bea 
greatly exaggerated. An expansion of the ficld is not 
feasible since it is bordered on three sides by the river 
and on the fourth side by the aircraft plent.
